Arrangements period, by the exporters of the non-traditional items to 
Afghanistan. 

i-*o, 123-ITC (PN) 170,—^Attention of the trade is invited to Ministry of Foreign 
rrade Public Notice No. 118-ITC(PN)/70. dated 7th August 1970 according to 
which "approved importers” are permitted to import fresh fruits, frcnn Afghanis¬ 
tan on an ad-hoc basis. 

2. In addition to the "approved importers," it has been decided, that the expfort- 
ers, who undertake to export non-traditlonal items to Afghanistan as llstM in 
Schedule *3’ of Annexure I to this Public Notice upto the 31st March, 1971, will 
be permitted to import fresh fruits of Afghan origin, mentioned in Schedule 'A’ 
to Annexure I to this Public Notice under C.C.P. procedure, within a quantitative 
celUng. 

3. Import policy for dry fruits, asafoetlda, cumin seeds and medicinal herbs is 
likely to be announced later. 
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4 . Definition of exporters of 7 ion^traditional items and their eligibility.—For 
the purpose of this Public Notice, the exporters of non-traditional items are 
those: — 

(i) who have been registered a' “New Comers” importers from Afghanis¬ 
tan in terms of the Public Notices issued from time to time; 

tii) who can produce evidence, duly certified by a Chartered Accountant to 
the effect that they had an internal turn over of Ra. 25,000/- (Rupees 
Twenty five thousand only) during any one of the financial years 
i.e. 1965-66, 1966-67, 1967-68, 1968-69, 1969-70 in any of the goods, 
other than Hides & Skins, listed in Schedule ‘A’ or Schedule ‘B’ of 
Annexure I to this Public Notice. 

5. Exports to Afghanistaii are to precede imports from that country. —In terms 
of this Public Notice, exports of non-traditional goods to Afghanistan are to pre¬ 
cede imports from that country. Value of exports of non-traditional goods to be 
effected by the exporters will be as admittwi by the Reserve Bank of India. 
CCPs for fresh fruits to the exporters will be IsswM for the quantity equal to the 
value of their exports of non-traditional goods of Schedule “B’ to Afghanistan. 

6. Date upto which exports to Afghanistan 'loill be aliouied.—The exporters, 
who have effected export of non-traditional goods to Afghanistan, as detailed 
in Schedule ‘B’, upto 31gt of March, 1971, can import fresh fruits listed in Annex¬ 
ure I Schedule ‘A’ to this Public Notice upto the 31st of July, 1971, for a quantity 
equal to the value of their exports of non-tradition I goods. In case, an exporter 
fails to balance his exports of non-traditional goods by import of fresh fi-uits from 
Afghanistan by the :il.st July, 1971, be is liable to he de-registered and no fur¬ 
ther CCP will be grunted to him. He will he fln.ii'y de-registered for such 
period as the licensing authority deem.-: (it, without piciudice to any other action 
that may be taken against him under the Impoit and Export Trade Control /ict 
and Rules and Regulations. 

7. Procedure for i egistration as exporters. —Finn', intending to export items Of 
non-traditional goods listed in Schedule ‘B’. to A.f h nistan, should apply for 
registration to the Joint Chief Controller of Impoitr A Exports, Bombay/[Central 
Ijicen.sing Area), New Delhi/Controller of Imports & E.^iports, Amritsar, accordinf’ 
to the jurisdiction of the licensing authority, giving tim following particulars: — 

(i) Name and uddre.ss of the firm. 

( 11 ) Name of proprietor (s), Directors eve, 

(hi) Name of the brunches, if any, and addresses thereof. 

(iv) Statement of actual exports of goods listed in Schedule "B’ lo 

Afghanistan during the past, if any. 

(v) In case the applicant has been exporting goods to Afghanistan, tlie 

number of the authorisation issued by the Reserve Bank of India. 

8. The information at (ii)-(v) should he furnished on a stamp paper, duly 
attested by the 1st Class Magistrate/Oath Commlssloner/Notary Public. Applica¬ 
tions for registration should reach the licensing authorities on or before .list 

October, IflfO 

9. Firms already registered as ‘New Comers' need not apply for fresh regis¬ 
tration. —Firms which are already registered as ‘New Comer’ importers from 
Afghanistan in terms of the previous Public Notices, issued from time to time, 
need not apply for fresh registration: and they can apply for permits for freeh 
fruits after effecting exports of non-traditional good.s to Afghanistan in terms of 
this Public Notice. 

10. Documents to be furnished witfi application for CCPs.—The exporters 
should, after exporting non-traditional goods to Afghanistan, apply to the licens¬ 
ing authorities for import of fresh fruits in the prescribed form and manner indi- 
caring, Inter-alia, the C.I.F. value of goods, accompanied by the following docu¬ 
ments;— 

Transit Certificate (five copies) together with the invoices, T.R. and neces¬ 
sary export documents. In the case of Grapes, exporters telegrams 
to the concerned Imjxjrter, will be accepted. The telegram shoedd 
bear the number and date of the Transit Certificate as also the weight 
In Kilograms and the C.I.F. value of the goods. The relevant tr ansi t 
certificates should be produced to the Customs authoritieB concerned-. 
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J1. The documents lurnished along with the applications should be complete 
in all respects, which will make for prompt issue of the CCPs. Trade should par¬ 
ticularly ensure that the Transit Certificate.s boar the Official Sea] and Signature 
of the Afghan Custom Authorities. . .. 

12. Specimen of Transit Certificate.—A specimen of the prescribed form of the 
Transit Certificate issued by the Afghan Customs authorities, is attached in 
Annexurc II. They will bear, inter-alia, the name of the exporter, the name of 
the importer, description of commodity, weight in Kilograms. 

13. Distinctive marks on Transit Certificates .-—In .serialising the Transit Certi- 
ficatc.s, the Royal Afghan Government will allocate groups of sei'ial numbers to 
different Customs control points and would also sec that no number in a aeries is 
repeated. Further there will be distinctive letters, such as ‘K’ CKobul) ‘Q’ 
(Qandaliar) and ‘N’ (Nangharhuip, to denote the location of the concerned 
authority of the the Ministry of Commerce of the Royal Afghan 
Government issuing the transit certificates, and also the letters 'B’ (Jt. 
Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, C.G.O. New Building, New Marine 
Lines, Churchgate, Bombay), ‘D’ [Jt. Chief Controller of Import.^ & Exports, 
(Central Licensing Area), Indraprastha Estate, New Delhi], and ‘A’ (Controller 
of Imports & Exports, The Mall, Amritsar), to denote the concerned licensing 
authority in India. In order that the Transit Certificates for grapes are not unduly 
delayed wi1h the exporlers. the ‘Nc-.v Comer’ iraporler.s should ensure that their 
corresponding exporters .send a telegram to them on the very day the Transit 
Certificate is actuaiiy issued, informing the former of the particulars thereof in¬ 
cluding its number, dale, weight of grapes in Kilograms and C.I.F, value, 

M. Validity of Transit Certificate.s u:id CCP.;:.—Applications for permits should 
be submitted to 1he licensing authority concerned within the validity period of 
the Transit Certificates along with the Treasury Receipts etc. Tlic validity of 
Transit Certificates will be five day.s for fresh fruits. The validity of CCPs will be 
7 days in the case of fresh fruits from the date of issue of the relevant transit 
cortificale/s covering the goods in question. 

15. Procedure for operating CCP.s & Transit Certificates.—The CCPs will indi¬ 
cate. inter-alia, the weight, number, date of the Transit Certificate as well as the 
C.I.F. value of the goods. Conversely, the number and date and other particulars 
of CCP.s should also be shown on the relevant Transit Certificates. In the case of 
grupe.s, the particulars are to be filled in from the telegram, 

10. When delivering the CCP (in duplicate) to the importer for fresh fruit.s 
Cither than grapes, the appropriate Licensing Authority will return all the five 
copies of the Transit Certificates to the importer for presentation to the Customs 
Authorities. In the case of grapes, liowever, ns the CCPs are issued on the basis 
of telegram, Transit Certificates along with the CCPs, are to be produced to the 
Customs Authorities concerned. The Custom authorities will, while clearing the 
consignment, check and verify the physical correctness of the particulars of the 
consignment (i.e. name of exporter/importer, description of goods, weight and 
other particulars) as given in the CCP and the Transit Certificates. In the event 
of any difference, whether in name, description, or weight, as assessed by the 
Customs authorities, the copies of the C.C.P. and Transit Certificates will be en¬ 
dorsed accordingly by the Custom authority. Where there is a variation in weight 
mentioned in the C.C.P./Transit Certificate and the goods actually received, the 
Customs authorities will allow clearance of the same without insisting on a prior 
amendment in the C.C.P. by the licensing authority concerned, provided the vari¬ 
ation does not exceed .5 per cent and advise the roncerned licensing authority 
accordingly, This will be subiect to the overall ceilings fixed for each item of 
fresh fruits. In the event of variation being over 5 per cent in weight, mentioned 
in the Transit Certificate and the CCP, it will be obligatory on the part of the 
importers to get their CICPs amended on the basi.s of the revlsed/additional Tran¬ 
sit Certificates. If the importer concerned fails to get his CCPs amended, his im¬ 
port will be treated as unauthorised and action will be taken against him under 
Customs/I.T.C, Rules. 


17. It may be noted that the goods should he cleared from the Afghan Cus¬ 
toms borders within the validity period of the Transit Certificate, and the evidence 
of transit having taken place during tho validity of the Transit Certificate, should 
be produced, else the goods will not he allowcxi clearance. 


■.r i?®' other terms and conditions of the Ministry of Foreign Trade Public 
Notice No. llR-ITC(PN)/70, dated 7th August, 1970 will also apply mutatis mutan¬ 
dis, wherever applicable, 
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19. Submission of monthly staternents.—The exporters of non-traditlonal com¬ 
modities should submit by the 10th day of every month to the licensing authori¬ 
ties, a statement showing the details of actual exports of non-traditional goods, 
effected to Afghanistan and imports of fresh fruits effected thereagalnst on the 
prescribed proforma obtainable from the licensing authority concerned.
